English Competency Test Changed 



English Competency Test 
Changed 

On the afternoon of March 
16, the Laurentian University 
Senate voted 1 7 to 8 in favour of 
a motion to change the English 
Competency Test. 

The changes include a 
revised scoring system and 
tougher penalties for individu- 
als who do not make the grade. 
In the past, studnets were 
given grades between 1 , 2 and 3. 
1 is a pass, 2 a failure with a 
chance to rewrite, and 3 a failure 
leading to a compulsing English 
Class. Due to the motion, a new 
grade of 4 has been added. The 
grade of 4 is a fail, any student 
receiving it will be advised to 
take a reduced course load. 

Dr. Charlotte Neff, who 
is the chairperson of the Senate 



Committee on Writing Compe- 
tency, brought the motion to the 
senate floor. 

Dr. Neff also brought to 
the floor a stiff penalty for any 
students with a grade of 4 and 
does not improve. After 30 cred- 
its the student must acheive at 
least 3 or be expelled. 

Senator Gail Franklin, 
who is one of the SGA represen- 
tatives on the Senate, managed 
to put heat on Dr. Neff with 
questions of student improprie- 
ties in the exam. Dr. Neff con- 
ceded the concept of improprie- 
ties had not been examined. 

All 8 votes against the 
motion came from SGA and AEF 
representatives.
